A fifth lane option allowing left 
turns at Wilmington Square was 
backed by selectmen Monday night 
despite the fact that there may be 
some problems created by an in- 
creased road grade. 

Michael Matt, executive director 
of the Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority, urged the board to 
approve the “interim” plan so the 
state can review it and possibly 
move faster on replacing the Bur- 
lington Avenue bridge. He noted 
the option is only a modification to 
the WRA's Alternative Three for 
the town center. He said the option 
puts the town in a better position to 
address area traffic congestion and 
“compatibility” to allow for a revi- 
talized town center at a later date. 

"It works for a period of time. It 
isn’t a long range solution but that 
can be built in,” said Matt of the 
plan. The left lane would repor: 
tedly be incorporated at the same 


time the bridge is replaced. 

The fifth lane option was re- 
quested by Peter Donahue of the 
state Department of Public Works, 
who complained that Alternative 
Three did not permit left-hand 
turns. The WRA has since been 
trying to work closely with state 
officials in the best interest of the 
town, said Matt. 

The executive director pointed 
out in order for the fifth lane 
option to work, the state has to hold 
the centerline on Rt. 38. He also ex- 
plained that the road grade would 
be increased from 8.6 percent to 


9.2 percent at the left turn, 
something that concerns the re- 
development authority. Jerry Tully 
of West Street agreed the grade 
increase could cause “a tremendous 
potential” for accidents in the 
northbound land. Matt said Do- 
nahue told him the state could 
obtain a waiver from grade regu: 
lations and new road materials

could be used to make up for 
changes in grade. 

Jim Stewart expressed support 
for the newest plan, but seemed 
discouraged by the way the state 
has handled town input in the past 
and the lack of funds for a full 
town center project. 

“Alternate Three is never going 
to happen in the town of Wil- 
mington. It's gone. It's over. It's 
not going to happen in my life- 
time,” he maintained. 

"We've voiced our opinion (be- 
fore),” said Chester Bruce adding, 
"it scems like we're playing back 
and forth with the redevelopment 
authority, the state, and 
selectmen.” 

"I just don't fecl like we're mak- 
ing any progress. I'm frustrated 
here,” said Bob Doucette. 

"We feel frustrated (too),” said 
WRA member Carl Backman, He 
explained, though, the town needs

fee which the insurance company 
picks up.

Stewart explained that selectmen 
agreed to the current practice in an 
atiempt to stop people from, using 
the ambulance as a “taxi.”

Chairman Robert Cain noted that

Town Manager Buz Stapezynski 
told Spinelli Wilmington's rate had 
been the lowest of the surrounding 
towns. While the town was col 


lecting $20,000 to $30,000 in the 
Past, it is now projected the town 
could realize between $60,000 to 
370,000 from the higher rates.

He said the WRA is 
only acting in an "advisory" role in 
offering its assistance in setting up 
technical meetings between the 
town and the DPW. 

Stewart was leery of sending 
“mixed signals" to the state with yet 
another plan, He said his board 
favored no further action on the 
interchange project with the ex- 
ception of a road widening to 
facilitate turns onto West Street. 
Cain said he was seeking the "best 
deal" for the town, He suggested 
joining forces with Woburn and 
Reading to look at the traffic im- 
pact and the ramp proposal.

Tewksbury Sciectman Chairman 
Charles Coldwell promised that he 
would not be “parochial” about the 
truck exclusion, since Tewksbury 
may sce an increase in truck waffic 
from the ban, but he agreed that the 
petitions have complicated the issue.

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Fay receives favorable evaluation

Wilmington School Supt 
William Fay has received a 
satisfactory report from the school 
committee on his first six months 
on the job. Committee members 
individually rated Fay on a scale of 
one (worst) to nine (best) in five 
areas listed on a semi-annual 
evaluation form. The areas 
covered were finances, personal 
qualities, and relationships with the 
school committee, staff and 
personnel, and the community-at. 
large ; 

While Fay exhibited strength in 
the areas of communication and 
personal qualities, he fell short 
overall in the area of business and 
finances and educational practices 

Dr. James Demos and Dr. Shirley 
Callan, who served on the sub: 
committee which came up with the 
evaluation tool, both pointed out 
that the superintendent is weakest 
in areas where he lacks experience. 
Demos said, from a personal 
perspective, this includes know 
ledge of committee policies and 
keeping the community informed 
of new educational practices. The 
evaluation results reflected his 
thinking since Fay got the lowest 
score (4.0 average) on keeping the 
public informed on modem cdu 
cational practices, educational 
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trends, and policies, practices, and 
problems in the schools. Fay's 
second lowest score was a 4.2 
average for understanding his role 
in the administration of school 
committee policy 

Fay received a commendable 
score of 7.1 average for being 
suitably attired and well-groomed 
and a 7.0 average for possessing 
the health and energy necessary to 
meet the responsibilities of his 
position. 

Demos felt Fay's main strength is 
in communicating within the sys 
tem and establishing ties outside the 
system as he is doing with locai 
businesses and town boards. He 
praised Fay also for his emphasis 
on building management and for 
the way he lets his principals make 
decisions at their own levels. 

1 believe in giving a person at 
east an opportunity,” said Demos, 
noting the superintendent is, 
moving “in the right direction. 

John DeMarco, who chaired the 
evaluation subcommittee, echoed 
Demos’ words. 

1 feel Mr. Fay has done a 
commendable job (but) there's 
room for improvement. I'm happy 
with the energies he's put forth. It's

Two misconceptions which have developed, or been 
purposely developed since Michael McCoy's assault on 
Bob Cain, are that the controversy has been overplayed 
because it should be strictly viewed as a dispute between 
two individuals; and that Rep. Jim Miceli, McCoy's 
uncle, has been unfairly connected with the controversy 
surrounding his protege selectman, 

The: first argument, for the most part being advocated 
by people.ip the Miceli camp, is the height of naivete. 
The beating that took place should be looked down upon 
regardless of the participants (one of whom was a most 
unwilling participant at that). But granted, had it 
occurred in a distant tavern between two private citizens 
we would hardly hear of the matter. 

However, the difference in this case should be obvious 
to anyone. The highest ranking elected official in the 
community was severely beaten in town hall im- 
mediately after a public board meeting, apparently over 
an issue regarding the local government. He was left in 
what has been described as a pool of blood covering the 
floor. If some people don't consider that to be a public 
issue, and one that the entire board of selectmen must 
address, they are either ingenuous, unrealistic, or both. 

Monday night's selectmen’s meeting took up the issue 
with Selectman Stewart demanding McCoy's resigna- 
tion, Unfortunately, Stewart could barely complete a 
sentence before an obvious plant in the audience began 
to heakle him. At one point the agitator referred to 
Stewart as a “communist bum", He became so wild that 
a citizen wisely summoned the police officer who was 
‘on duty at the main entrance. 

After the other plants in the audience had completed 
their assigned dissertations, Stewart's challenge to 
McCoy remained relatively unanswered. What may 
have been the killer question of the night put to the 
beleaguered selectman was delivered by correspondent 
Arlene Surprenant. "Have you made a statement to the 
police yet, as Bob Cain has?" The ensuing silence was 
deafening, after which McCoy mumbled a littie, finally 
suying that he had yet to be charged with a crime by the 
authorities. 

The local police had difficulty enough even ques- 
tioning McCoy because of his situation in the home of 
Rep. Jim Miccli immediately after the incident at town 
hall November 13. This is where the criticism that 
Miceli has been unfairly drawn into the fray meets its 
match, The state rep., who's popularity in his own town 
has been diminished (one ardent supporter admitted that 
Miceli has a negative rating of at least forty percent in 
Wilmington), made himself an integral part of this 
controversy the very moment he provided his nephew 
with special protection, the type of protection you and I 
would never (and should never) be entitled to. A 
responsible legislator should have advised anyone in 
McCoy's predicament, blood relative or not, to 
immediately go to the police department. Instead, the 
officers at Miceli's home were naturally intimidated by 
the power and prestige of Miceli’s office. This put the 
police department in an unfair predicament, thus 
impeding their duty. It also sends a distasteful message 
to the community 

Imagine for a moment if someone else in town had 
committed an act similar to McCoy's. Would they - or 
should they - be allowed to go this long without speaking 
to local police? 

The short term consequences of all this is that the 
policy making role of the board of selectmen will be 
‘overshadowed by McCoy's actions. Though it would be 
an exaggeration to suggest that business as usual will be 
paralyzed, it most definitely will be negatively impacted 
by the high level of tension at town hall 

Then the question arises concerning Miceli. 

Since he’s tied himself with McCoy's political rise, 
having relished his victory in the 1987 local election 
which he orchestrated, there's obviously a few dents in 
his Teflon now that McCoy has politically stumbled. 
However, as the situation deteriorates further for 
McCoy, beginning with Tuesday's court hearing which 
dismissed McCoy's charges against Cain and scheduled 
an arraignment date for McCoy on December 21, Miceli 
may begin to distance himself from his nephew. The 
rep. was noticeably absent from Woburn District Court 
on Tuesday. Instead, he was on the Hill pushing his 
special legislation for his old friend George Nawn, the 
Tewksbury Building Inapector. The legislation will give 
Nawn thirteen years of civil service credit for time not 
actually served with the town. 

Beacon Hill observers are getting their fair share of 
chuckles from the entire episode, and one might view it 
asa catalyst for a serious candidate to challenge Miceli 
in his primary or in the general election from the 
republican side 

Granted the key issue.could hardly be his nephew's 
conduct. Instead, the opposition should focus on his 
self- proclaimed leadership role on the Ways and Means 
Committee, which for years gave its blessing to bloated 
budget after bloated budget, triggering a fiscal disaster. 
A well spoken challenger, prepared for an aggressive 
dooreto-door campaign effort, with seasoned debating 
skills, could provide an interesting political shakeup in 
the district. The 1990 election has the potential to be 
deadly for many incumbents throughout the state, even 
those with powerful political machines in place. 

As for McCoy, his political future is a challenge to the 
electorate. Re-electing him will be an acceptance of 
violence, and throwing him out of office will be a 
deserving public rejection 


Don't be subtle about appeals changes

The recent meetings between concerned citizens and the 
Tewksbury Board of Selectmen, or the select subcommittee, 
about the board of appeals have been interesting. On the one 
hand, thé actions of the group have been a textbook case of 
democracy in action, with about 100 angry residents turning 
out one night for something they believe strongly about. 

On the other hand, the hearings give a picture of a board 
with real and serious problems. A variance to split a lot, and 
then allow house construction on the new sub-acre lot, should 
be rarely, if ever, granted. Court cases show that an appeals 
board should such a variance with great care. In Tewksbury, 
sub-acre lots are handed out like candy on Halloween night. 

Attorney Ann Looney, as spokesperson for her citizen's 
group, this week told the board of selectmen that members of 
the Tewksbury appeals board cannot claim ignorance of the 
laws. They must have known what they were doing, Their 
dismal record in court, whenever one of their variances has 
been challenged, should have given them a strong hint, The 
citizen's group offered a list of changes for the appeals board 
to adopt, but the list was subtle. 

One can only hope that the selectmen's subcommittee will 
find cause for concern during review of the 150 cases they 
are studying. Unfortunately, little can be learned from the 
meeting minutes of the appeals board, or the documentation 
of cases granted or denied. Such a lack of information in 
writing is adequate cause for alarm by itself. 

Herewith is a list of four additional recommendations for 
the selectmen to take to correct Tewksbury's situation with 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. These recommendations may 
seem like journalistic pandering to an angry public, but they 
also provide the a reasonable course of action for selectmen 
to take. Voters might remember just who reappointed those 
members to the board of appeals, come election day. 

A) Fire all ten members of the current appeals board. One 
or two members don't deserve it, but unanimous votes are 
only too common making it proper to ditch the lot. If any 
member protests being fired, consider a full investigation of 
that member's actions. Why should anyone protest being 
taken from an unpaid board, who must sit through endless 


hearings twice a monih, and suffer through this recent media 
attention? Shakespeare put it best by writing: "Methinks he 
doth protest too much!" The board has been silent, so far. 

B) Appeals secretary Laura Stella should follow the board 
members out. Her job as a legislative assistant to Rep. Miceli 
takes up much of her time, and it is said that she is taking 
night classes as well. Serious legal ramifications may ensue if 
the appeals board paperwork is delayed or incorrect, (the 
paperwork is both) and there is no more room for error. ; 

C) It will take a town meeting vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Laws, but revert the board of appeals back into a three- 
member panel, with just one alternate, as provided in Mass. 
General Laws Chapter 40A, instead of the currently seated 
five regulars and five alternates. Out of those ten, the chair 
now picks five from the pool to hear a given case, and a vote 
of four-fifths is needed for approval. With only three board 
members on the board, the possibility for conflict of interest 
is greatly reduced. 

D) Appoint former associate member Brian O'Connor, or 
former associate member Richard Piecewicz, as chairman of 
the new board, and ask him to recommend the rest. Both said 
they were not reappointed because they voted "no" too often, 
and that is exactly what is needed on the board of appeals. 
The board's burden of any proof should fall on the applicant, 
not on citizens who are furious at seeing their zoning by-laws 
violated. Also, both men seem to have a good grasp of the 
legalities surrounding a decision from the board of appeals 
decision, Somebody should. 

The board of appeals receives so many applications simply 
because they approve so many. Nobody goes to a well run 
dry, and most every builder in town knows how to file with 
the “board of approvals." But a wave of denials should stem 
the flood of applications, and keep neighborhoods intact. 

In January, 1980, there was one case before the Tewksbury 
Zoning Board of Appeals. One. But in their last meeting, on 

‘October 23, 1989, the board heard 38 cases, and the month 
before, in September, there were 60 cases, on two nights. 
have gone so far that any change made now should 
be massive. Sublety is best saved for procedural changes. 

The decision now belongs to the Tewksbury selectmen

During last week's House of 
Representatives debate on the 
budget deficit, an amendment was 
offered to retroactively raise $46 
million by having the 
Commonwealth collect unclaimed 
bottle deposits. I voted against this 
amendment. In a recent editorial 
the Boston Globe singled out and 
harshly criticized myself and other 
legislators who also voted against 
this amendment. Unfortunately, 
the be chose not to write a 
balanced and objective analysis of a 
complicated issue. 1 would like to 
take an opportunity to both explain 
my opposition to the proposed 
amendment and present some 
pertinent facts which the Globe 
chose to ignore. 

Firstly, I voted against the 
amendment because I believed the 
estimated $46 million the state 
would supposedly gain from 
claiming the deposits was an 
absolutely unrealistic figure. When 
collecting unclaimed deposits was 
first proposed by the Governor, 
the estimated net to the state was 
placed at between $12 million to 
$18 million, This estimation was 
seconded, by the Haust-Ways and 
Means Committee. Suddenly, in the 
face of a growing budget deficit, 
the estimated net was raised to $46 
million. Even fiscal conservatives 
like Avi Nelson and Barbara 
Anderson of Citizens for Limited 
Taxation, among others pointed 
out that the, $46 million in net was 
an illusory figure and ought not to 
have been included in the budget 
debate. One of the factors that has 
contributed to Massachusetts’ 
growing deficit has been relying on 
such unrealistic revenue 
projections. I believe it would have 
beep foolish at this time to depend 
on an unrealistic estimated retum 
in an attempt to solve the state's 
budget deficit. 

Secondly, 1 voted against the 
amendment because Massachusetts 
would never realize a revenue 
return in this year's budget. What 
the Globe neglected to mention is 
that the State Superior Court has 
ruled that the Commonwealth is 
not entitled to the funds in 


question, The Court has ruled that 

the unclaimed deposits are the 
property of the wholesaler or 
bottler who first initiated the 
deposit. As recently as this past 
June, a judge of the Massachusetts 
Superior Court reaffirmed that the 
state had no right to these funds. If 
the House had passed. this 
retroactive amendment, the issue 
would have become tied up in the 
courts, and the Commonwealth 
would not have seen a nickel. 

A prospective amendment (one 
which would apply to future 
unclaimed deposits) would have 
had greater support in the House, 
and would probably be upheld by 
the courts. Other states whose 
initial bottle return laws were 
unclear about who was entitled to 
unclaimed deposits, are making 
similar prospective attempts to 
reclaim deposits. | would support 
prospective legislation (as opposed 
to retroactive such as the defeated 
amendment), which would net the 
Commonwealth future revenues, 

Regrettably, as I have said the 
Boston Globe has chosen to present 
one side of this issue. The Globe 
never printed a factual account of 
the unclaimed deposit court cases 
the Commonwealth has lost. The 
outcome of these cases demonstrate 
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that the defeated amendment 
represented an uncertain and 
delusory means to address our 
fiscal problem. Over the course of 
the long budget debate I voted for 
many deficit’ reduction 
amendments. Unlike the Globe 1 
believe it takes real money to solve 
real fiscal problems,

Oops! How negligent of me! 

Last week, in giving definitions of 
the language of deer hunting, one of 
the most important terms as left out, 
quite by accident. Here goes: 

Drag -- the backbreaking chore of 
hauling a dead deer out of the woods 
and into the truck, common only to 
successful hunters. Root source of 
the phrase "What a drag!” 

And it is. Man alive, what a chore! 

In my years of hunting, I've been 
involved in three drags —- one was an 
casy drag, one a nightmare, and one 
was perfect, Ideal. Couldn't be any 
better, 

Getting the meat out of the field 
can be awful hard work. Deer have 
an innate knack, possibly an instinct, 
for running exactly the wrong way 
after being shot. If possible, they 
will dive through a bramble thick 
over a barbed wire fence, through a 
log jam, roll down a steep cliff, then 
into a mud hole or quicksand to dic. 

Either that or they know where the 
truck is parked, so they run past two 


old joke goes: W 
to shoot a moos: 
the bed of your truck 

To make matters even worse, the 
carcass is dead weight, by definition, 
It will lay on every bump and lump 
in the ground, and everything drags 
arcass. With a good buck 
it's almost equivalent to dragging fat 
to work in the next 
ing is a DRAG! 

My easiest drag was in Utah, My 
partner Bob Parinello and I had just 
taken up positions on @ bare hillside 
(about all there is in Utah) and stood 
looking at a long, brushy canyon. In 
a few minutes, a line of hunters 
appeared at the far end of the draw 
and started down our way, abreast 
What luck! We sat back and waited. 

A nice muley popped out from 
behind a bush down in the draw, and 
I raised my binoculars to look for 
antlers, Sure enough, 1t was a buck 
Unfortunately, another hunter had 
also seen the buck, and his rifle was 
aimed right at us! We ducked and 
the bullet whizzed past us, head high 
and scary as hell, Yikes! 

The deer ran straight for us, so |

just sat back until the buck was close 
‘enough, then jumped up and fired, 
The first round dropped him and a 
second shot put him away. 

Luckily, we were just a few yards 
from a dirt road, so I got the car 
after dressing him out. The drag was 
maybe 50 feet. Wonderful. 

The previous year, however, Bob 
got to fill his tag. Unfortunately we 
had spent all day hiking away from 
camp, and we were over a mile into 
in near vertical country 
tayed low and | went high up 
a hillside to flush out any deer that 
might be hiding. I caught sight of a 
buck headed downhill fast, straight 
at Bob, who was in a gully paying 
close attention to a -- um -- bodily 
function. Bob said he heard the buck 
snort before he saw it, and he spun 
around in time for a single, killing 
shot. To this day I'm doubtful that 
Bob had time to zip up before taking 
the shot. He says he was, Nah! 


That deer -- and muleys run big - 
had to be dragged over a mile bck 
to camp. It was a tue nightmare. 
The ground was full with sagebrush, 
which is a low-lying bush with thick 
branches. The deer caught on every 
snag and rock, and it just seemed to 
weigh more as the day dr 

We found a good 
used it to sling the deer, much like a 
pygmy hunting party. That helped 
but not much. The swinging of the 
deer threw us both off balance, and 
we could only walk about ten steps 
before we had to rest again 


Five hours later, by my watch, we 
came to a steam near camp. By then 
I'd nad enough deer dragging tor 
one life, so instead of being subtle | 
just threw the deer on my shoulder 
in a fireman's carry and carried it 
over the stream, Actually, that was 
the casiest part of the drag, but Id 
never do something like that here 

We dumped the deer by the road 
and went back for the truck. We had 
just cnough energy left to hang the 
deer from a tree before turning in. 
We were beat to death from the draz 
and fell asleep still dressed 

My most recent drag was also my 
all time favorite. For such a long 
distance it was the ideal dray, Super 
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In New Hampshire a few years ago 
I dumped a nice six-pointer, right in 
his tracks. He died with one foot in 
the air. But when I reached for my 
knife, I found an empty sheath. My 
belt knife was gone! 

I hiked back the half mile to the 
truck, and there was my knife on the 
seat, But instead back of lugging my 
rifle, binoculars and canteen, I left 
them in the truck and started back. 
As an afterthought I left the empty 
rifle cartridge on the hood. 

My brother Kevin and friend Mike 
Roscoe returned to the truck shortly 
after, and Kevin caught first sight of 
the empty brass. He knows I never 
shoot for fun during the season, so 
he knew something was up -- and it 
must be newsworthy 

Sure enough, just as I was wiping 
the aftereffects of the field dressing 
off my hands, they arrived. After a 
few loud hurrays and a quick story, 
the two of them grabbed the antlers 
and started hauling the deer back to 
the truck for me! Was | going to be 
an idiot and complain? Noooo! They 
voluntee didn't th 

To give the appearance of doing 
something, I helped out by guiding 
the boys around obstructions, trying 
to pick their smoothest path, They 
even hoisted the carcass into the bed 
of the yuck for me. What pals! The 
perfect drag! Never a better one! 

Things to consider in planning out 
‘a drag is terrain (downhill, please) 
and the location of the nearest road. 
I's much easier to drag 100 yards to 
a road than 1,200 yards back to the 
truck. But do plan it before starting, 

Next time you hear some kid say, 

What a drag,” smile and remember 
where the term came from, It's the 
absolute worst part of a deer hunt 

Unlucky hunters will never know, 
as only those who score get to drag 

And it ain't no fun ~- atall!

LYNNFIELD - "A remarkable 
feat ... our best year" and of spe 
cial interest: As of the beginning 
of this month with only 20 proper- 
ties still in arrears, Lynnfield had 
collected 99 3/4 percent of the fis- 
cal 1989 taxes due the town. 

The fiscal '89 rate was $10.92. 
The '90 rate is expected to be 
$9.30 per thousand dollars of val- 
uation, 

As soon as that rate is certified, 
the new bills will go out. 

"Everyone from myself right on 
down will be stuffing envelopes,” 
said Executive Assistant David 
Rodham, in the Lynnfield 
Villager. 

"One day represents a lot of 
interest." 


WOBURN - Woburn polling 
places are right on the money as 
far as accessibility to the voting 
handicapped, according to a state 
Office of Handicapped Affairs 
memorandum, as reported in the 
Woburn Daily Times. 

Improvements since last sum- 
mer at the city's 14 precincts 
include installing handrails at the 
White, Altavesta and Veteran 
School sites, modifying a ramp at 
the Plympton School and replac- 
ing doors at the Hurld and Reeves 
Schools, 

According to Mayor John 
Rabbitt, the city spent $50,000 to 
bring the polling places into com- 
pliance - including $2,300 at the 
privately-owned South End Italian 
Club which already had a ramp 
for bingo, weddings and other 
social events, 

The OHA had threatened to 
move the site which traditionally 
serves many elderly voters who 
usually walk there

Steel Magnolias

"Steel Magnolias" S 
Sally Field; Dolly Parton, Shirley

Is big. It's teased, It's bloated. 
But "Steel Magnolias,” like any 
good Southern hairdo, has plenty 
of substance under the surface. 

The key to the story is the 
friendship of six women, the heart 
of which is a mother/daughter 
relationship between even-tem- 
pered Sally Ficld and her belle-of- 
the-ball daughter, played by Julia 
Roberts, In and out of their lives 
drifis Dolly Parton as the owner 
of Truvy's beauty salon and dis 
penser of delightfully earthy 
advice; Shirley MacLaine as a 
dotty neighbor who's a lot more 
caring than she likes to let on 
dignified Olympia Dukakis as the 
mayor's. widow and Daryl 
Hannah, a chameleon-like drifter 


who becomes absorbed into the 
group as she tries to find her truc 
self, 

The reason for the success of 
this film is not so much the story - 
we've seen it a thousand Limes 
before, but writer Robert Harling's 
car for'dialogue. His women not 
only know how to talk to one 
another, they know how to listen 
as well. While it might sound as if 
he merely covered all the bases by 
providing one woman from each 
social group, his Southern 
Flowers have plenty of starch 
holding them together. 

The surprise performance 
comes from Roberts as a frail dia- 
betic who has a lot more mettle 
than she lets show past her frilly 
exterior. Roberts, younger sister 
of actor Eric Roberts, uses econo- 
my and subtlety to hold her own 
next to such powerhouses as 
MacLaine and Field. Hannah has 
a comic field day as the goofy lost 
soul stumbling behind her cat's 
eye glasses and new found reli- 
gion.

Once the registration is com 
plete, a family may bring their 
mildly ill child to StayCare for 
periods of up to 10 hours. Fees are 
$3.50 per child per hour. 
Admission is on a first come first 
serve basis.

‘We humans’ are a curious 
Species. We observe our world 
and take note of the various 
Species which keep us company 
on this planet. We wonder why 
they are here, just as we wonder 
why we are here.

Moby Dick, the huge white 
whale of Herman Melville's c 
sic, is "the essence of whaledom, 
and whaledom "is the essence of 
" says Robert McNally. He 

"His power and size 
provide both magnificence and 
malevolence - he is both beautiful 
and brutal." 

Some sce the whale as, most of 
all, a proud creature. Melville 
himself wrote, "If ever the world 
is to be again flooded - the eternal 
whale will still survive, and rear- 
ing upon the tonmost crest of the 
equatorial flood, spot his frothed 
defiance to the skies." This was 
the mighty spirit that Capt. Ahab 
could not overcome. It is the same 
spirit that growing numbers of 
adventurous whale watchers strive 
to encounter from their vantage 
points, 

While watching has become 
one of North America's most pop- 
ular adventure outings. From 

ewfoundland to the Virgin 
lands, British Columbia to Baja 
California to. Hawaii, hundreds of 
boats transport millions of watch 
crs to the whales’ whereabouts. 

The watcher's favorites are tft 
large and active species like the 
Gray Whale, the Humpback and 
the Killer Whale, 

Because whale watching 1s pars 
of the tourist industry like skiing, 
it is easy to find out where to go, 
when to go, and what you can 
expect to see, If you know the 
ports of departure you can just go 
and take your chances. The boats 
are casy enough to find but at 
peak scason they may be fully 
booked.

Cautious spending by travelers 
dominated Massachusetts’ spring 
and summer tourist season, 
according to a report from the 
Massachusetts Office of Travel 
and Tourism.

Exercise may help 


prevent cancer 


Increasingly, medical research 
indicates that exercise may help 
prevent some forms of cancer. 

Although it’s not been proven 
conclusively that exercise pre- 
vents cancer, many recent studies 
have reached the same conclusion 
- that physically active people are 
less likely to get certain types of 
cancer than those who don't exer- 
cise regularly. 

In fact, the evidence has been 
sufficient to convince the 
‘American Cancer Society to rec- 
ommend exercise as a possible 
way to reduce the risk of this 
potentially life-threatening dis- 
ease. 


"The more exercise, the lower 
the risk of dying from colon, brain 
and kidney cancer and leukemia,” 
sa\s Dr. Steven Blair of Dallas’ 
Institute for Aerobic Research, 

According to researchers at the 
American College of Sports- 
medicine convention in Las 
Vegas, evidence is building that 
links physical activity with a low 
incidence of cancer. "We have a 
nice pile of evidence showing that 
exerdtse is beneficial, but we have 
no idea how it all works,” says 
Leonard Cohen, Ph.D., head of 
the section of nutrition and 
endocrinology at the American 
Health Foundation in Valhalla, 
New York. 

There are several current theo- 
ries on the connection between 
exercise and reduced incidence of 
cancer. One is that working mus- 
cles consume the same fat 
molecules that help fuel the 
growth of cancer cells, which 
means they're competing for the 
same source of energy. Another 
explanation is that moderate exer- 
cise enhances the immune system, 
thereby helping to control early 
changes in the cell growth that 
may lead to cancer. Compared to 
exercisers, people who exercise 
regularly tend to cat better diets 
and to have less body fat - two 
factors associated with lower risks 
of several types of cancer. 


Rose Frisch, Ph.D., and associ- 
ate professor of public health at 
Harvard University, conducted a 
study in 1985 of former female 
college athletes. The results, pub- 
lished in the British Journal of 
Cancer, suggests that former col- 
lege athictes had a lower inci- 
dence of breast cancer. Women 
who had been on varsity or intra- 
mural teams or who had trained 
regularly had about half the life- 
time occurrence of breast cancer 
as nonathleies. And they also had 
a lower risk of cancer of the 
wterus and ovaries. 

Strong evidence exists that 
exercise protects against colon 
cancer. In fact, researchers at the 
1987 American College of 
Sportsmedicine meeting in Las 
‘Vegas stated that, for colon can- 
cer, lack of exercise will prove to 
be "one of the strongest risk fac- 
tors identified so far.”
